THE TORNADO'S TRAIL 


Marked by Death and Ruin in lowa 
and Missouri, 


Full Particulars of the Disaster at 
Grinnell. 


From the Hurricane-Swept 
Towns and Villages. 


Reports 


The Disaster at Grinnell. 

DEs MOINES, lowa, June 19. — As time 
passes the results of the disaster which at- 
tended the cyclone at Grinnell on Saturday 
night become better known. Thirty-two per- 
sons are now known to have been killed and 
the list of the wounded will reach fully 100. 
The storm came from the southwest and 
swept up to the northeast corner of the town. 
The storm was accompanied bya deep roar- 
ing sound, preceded by a funnel-shaped cloud. 
The first house which it struck was that 
of A. A. Foster, which it leveled to 
the ground. His barn shared the same 


fate. It carried Mr. and Mrs. Foster thirty 

ards and precipitated them among the de- 

ris. H.C. Pitman’s house just east of Fos- 
ter’s, Was also completely leveled. Hattie 
Pitman, aged three, was killed outright; 
Henry, aged ten, was fatally injured, and Ar- 
thur another son, was slizghtiy hurt. An 
aged couple named Lewis, living only a short 


distance away, were killed in 
the ruins of their home. The storm 
then took a zigzag direction to the 


north of the city, when after wiping out the 
finest residence portion of the city, it turned 
toward the college. The west building was 
dumped into a heap of lath and plaster and 
broken timber, burying beneath it eight 
students who roomed therein, all of whom 
were afterward extricated more or less in- 
jured, and onedied. The east college was 
unroofed and fire followed. The storm next 
turned its attention to atrain of loaded cars 
on the Iowa Central road. A ‘*great Mogul’? 
engine was lifted completely of the track, and 


the cars were knocked right and 
left. The houses of the following 
named citizens were ruined: Prof. J. W. 


Chamberlain, treasurer of Grinnell College. 
Dr. R. N. Scott, C. W. Hobart, Miss Abbie 
Asgard, killed, Henry McConnell, F. W. Wil- 
liams, Prof. Henich, Mrs. Morris, Lucy San- 
ders, Mr. Taylor, Mrs. Day, Hon. C. F 
Craven, Andrew Larrabee, B. R. Clark, Mr. 
Merriii, John Corbert, Rufus Becker, hk. 
Schioff, Prof. Buck, L. C. Phelps, Air. Hayes, 
Wilson Ellis, J. M. Ross, Mr. Dunn, G. B. 
Truweil, Mr. Graham, Mrs. Griswold, killed. 
Madison Howaad, George Hamlin, George 
Jennings, Mrs. Batcham, James Hanlon, 
Philip Clendening, Marcus Weightman, Wm. 
Cullison, A. 8. Reinford, Mr. Stuart. Some 
of the houses were carried up into the air, 
carried a short distance and dumped in frag- 
ments. Many persons escaped (tleath by seek - 
ing refuge in the cellars of their houses. The 
scenes around theruins are heartrending. 
It is impossible to estimate the total damage, 
to property occasioned by the storm, but it 
will reach way up into the hundred thou- 
sands.

J. G. Priest 
and others became sureties on his bond, 
whereby they bound themselves, their 
heirs, executors, xsdministrators and ags- 
signs, James Harrison was one of 
the sureties, and he _ died, leaving 
as his heirs at law Edwin Harrison, Mrs. 

They were sued 
for breaches of the bond alleged to have been 
committed by Renick. The defense was that 


whatever they acquired from the estate 
of James Hiarrison was by  de- 
Vise and not by descent and 


therefore, not being heirs at lawthey were not 
liable.

Oil Well Drillers. 
From the New York Tribune. 

The men who drill oil wells become won- 
derfully expert at their work; or perhaps it 
perhaps it would be more accurate to say that 
that only those who are very expert can get 
work. A correspondent who has watched 
the process thus describes a driller’s skill: 
‘‘He bas spent years learning his trade, and 
learns something new with each well be drilis. 
He knows the stratification of the earth more 
minutely than any geological books teach,and 
he can tell how near the bit is tothe oil- 
bearing sand by the little particles that cling 
to it when he takes it out, or by the 
few grains of cravel washed out of the bail- 
ings. With his band upon the cable he marks 
its quivering as delicately as a physician with 
his fioger on a patient’s pulse, and by the 
faint variation of the tremor understands 
what the bitis doing, sometimes saimost half 
a nile down the narrow hole. The style of 
different drillers varies as does the hand- 
writing of different men, or as thetouch of 
players uponthe piano. They know each 
otber’s peculiarities, and an experienced 
driller can frequentiv tel] who is in a derrick 
without seeing himifheis allowed to watch 
the work awhile, or, whatis more import- 
ant in these davs of mysteries, if he knows 
the driller he can guess the depth of the weil 
within a hundred feet if he gets his eves on 
the outside machinery for a short time.’

Patriarchal Life—The Washerwomen 
of the King’s Fountain. 
Mexieéin Correspondence New York World. 


From the site of the ancient temple we went 
to the **‘King’s Fountain,”? which is still in 
excellent condition, although considered 
“old” at the time of the Spanish conquest. 
The basin is star-shaped and the colonnade 
which surrounds it is extremely graceful. 
Adjoining the fountain is a lavadero or wash- 
shed, which was erected by tue Spaniards in 

570. Here the village laundresses still wash, 
and the fixed stone siabs they use are so worn 
by the constant friction of three ceaturies that 
they bave become almost as smooth as 
glass. While the women work and chat their 
youngsters roll and play on the grass. If one 
should suggest stationary wash-tubs, wash- 
ing-mrachines or any of the modero he'ps 
which are Bridget’s delight, these happy In- 
diaus would laugh at him and consider the 
neated kitchen or laundry and boiling soap- 
suds a pest. Some ofthese washerwowmen are 
decidedly origiaal characters. As they go 
from house to house to collect goiled linen and 
return the clean, they naturally hear consid- 
erable gossip, and get news, not only from the 
servants of the different famulies, but even 
from ladies. 

An American lady of my acquaintance was 
quite astonished recently whea our white- 
naired old lauadress entered her room—as 
usual, Without knocking—and after the or- 
dinary kindly salutation,seating herself upon 
the floor at the lady’s feet, said: **You look 
sad, tell me your troubles and that will esse 
your heart.’? Tbe good old creature bad no 
idea of Deing unduly familiar, and even ad- 
dressed the lady in the old forma! Spanish 
style as “Su Merced,” and so she replied:

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NEW YORK’S LAST MURDER.

Remarkable Revelation of the Social 
Rottenness of the Me- 
tropolis. 


A Fast Young ‘‘ Blood’? Attempts to 
Kill His Brother and Murders | 
the Wrong Mun—The 
Woman in the 
Case. 


The Noble Brother Trying to Save the 
Murderer From the Gallows. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK,June 14, 1882.—New York has 
a tremendous sensation this week—a tragedy 
so extraordinary in all its aspects that the 
excitement which it has created recalls the 
days of the Stokes and Forster murder cases. 
Nothing like it has been known for years. 
The question beard on everybody’s lips is: 
‘“*Have you ever read anything so remarkable 
in your life?’ andevery day adds new fea- 
tures of unprecedented interest. The Guter- 
muth murder will possess a special interest 
for people living outside of New York on ac- 
count of the vivid flashes of light—“lurid” 
would not be too strong a word—which it 
throws on some of the most carefully con- 
cealed phases of our highly varnished, glossy 
and alluring metropolitan life, phases which 
police, church and society all agree in hiding 
away from the publiceye. It incidentally de- 
velops and uncovers a hitherto covered-up 
story of infelicity between man and 
wife; of deadiy hatred between brother and 
sister, mother and son, and sanguinary cut- 
throat attacks of one brother upon another; 
of the doings of ashameful woman who, al- 
ready having gotrid of two husbands, now 
claims the name ofathird, who repudiates 
ner . with scorn, and, finally, as a resultof all 
this disgrace and shame,the violent death of 
a bright, promising young man, whose life 
might now be basking in the gladness of sun- 
shine and prosperity had he not been guilty 
of the folly of keeping the company of de- 
praved women. The murder is, in many re- 
epects, a most extraordinay one, for it opens 
#0 many and so varied vistas of hideous “‘skel- 
etons’’ now dragged for the first time to 
publicity—such skeletons as we may well 
hope are not always in everybody’s closet. 
Gutermuth wasa young German inthe Mex- 
ican export trade, in good circumstances, 
well spoken of by everybody, industrious, 
often staying at his Broaawav office till 9 or 
10 p.m., popular in the German clubs, and 
paid to have been engaged to be shortly mar- 
ried toa very respectably connected German 
young lady. He drank very slightly. Indeed 
there was no reason why he should have 


been felled down in the dead of night on the 
street, like a aog,and battered to death,except 
one. He was incompany with a verv bad 
woman whom he was about to conduct to her 
pretty, charmingly-furnished ‘‘flat??—an 
apartment furnished for her by her third 
qnasi-husbard who had abandoned her. 


The followir. is an account of her life as 
briefly sta'e:) ‘n this morning’s Times, which 
devotes ove’ four columns of its first page to 


this astonishing cause celebre: 
‘4 WOMAN WITH THREE HUSBANDS. 

Some seventeen or eighteen years ago she 
was married to Edward Monnier and went 
with him to his parents’ home, on Varick 
street, to live. Young Monnier was said to be 
rather wild, and ber friends claim that he ill- 
treated her, and aftera few years she left 
him and returned to her father’s house. He 
was convicted of stealing a diamond ring, and 
died in prison. Mrs. Monnier remained at 
home with her father and stepmother for a 
few vears,snd after awhile made the acquaint- 
ance of Cornelius Stagg, a well-known 
sporting man of San Francisco, Cal. Some 
of the neighbors, when spoken to on the sub- 
ject yesterday, recollected hearing about ten 
years ago that she was married to Stagg and 
that she went with bim to California. She 
lived with him fouror five years. He was 
reputed to be the proprietor of a fine hotel in 
San Francisco. hile in California 
Josephine became acquainted with a 
wealthy Englishman, a tourist, named 
lD. Shafton Hawks. About six years ago she 
came to New York and told her friends that 
the had procured a divorce from Mr. Stagg 
and had been married to Mr. Hawks in Chi- 
cago. Tosome of herfriends she exhibited 
Mr. Hawks’ picture, and mentioned the facet 
that he was a man of leisure and very wealthy. 
Soon after this she again went away, and, it 
is said, made an extensive tour of Europe 
with Mr. Hawks.” 

ROBERT CLAPP AND HIS SISTER. 

Mrs. Hawks is now in prison on a charge of 
complicity in the murderof Gutermuth. She 
is described as having been a very handsome 
woman who still shows traces of her former 
beauty through the ravages of a life of lon 
dissipation. Mrs. Hawks and Gutermuth 
had just been drinking beer at a lager beer 
saloon after a visitto the Rossmore Hotel, 
which is quite a fashionable family hotel, 
where they had gone to fetch Miss Clapp, 
daughter of the deceased proprietor of the 
hossmore. A striking feature of the social 
rottenness of New York ie revealed by the 
fact that this Miss Clapp, an attractive and 
educated young girl of only 22, was living a 
life of only haif-concealed infamy with Mrs. 
Hawks in that artistically arranged bijou flat 
belonging to the woman with the three hus- 
bands, and that Robert Clapp, her brother, a 
young man reared in ease and affluence, and 
Who should have been trained to the highest 
aspirations, is the man who (almost without 
doubt) murdered Gutermuth. But why? Was 
Le jeaious of the fourth candidate for matri- 
nionial bliss? Not in the least. He did not. 
Want to murder Gutermuth at all—he wanted 
to kill his own younger brother, and the 
likeness between Gutermuth and Dr. Morti- 
mer Clapp, the murderer’s brother, is so re- 
larkable that when young Robert Clapp kept 
battering Gutermuth’s brains out he thought 
it Was the life of that odious, hated brother 
that wasebbing fast away into that deathly 
tilence and stillness which Robert had lov- 
ingly prepared for him. Robert, as appears 
from the investigation of the police, had en- 
kaged a private detective—private rascal 
would be a more appropriate term—to strike 
the first biow. Imly, that is the scoundrel’s 
name, had gone ahead and struck down poor 
Gutermuth in the belief that it was Dr. Clapp, 
for the night was dark, the resemblance be- 
(Ween the two men, who were constant com- 
Tades, highly deceptive, aud, moreover, Dr. 
Clapp was really the regularly installed 
Master of the exceedingly versatile Mrs. 
Hawk’s affection and young Gutermuth was 
Ovly a casual and recent conquest of hers. It 
Was then, when the suppused Dr. Clapp was 
tlready lying helpless on the sidewalk, his 
face completely covered with blood—for 
Imly, an accomplished *‘slugger’’ had struck

billy,”? as itis technically called, and beat 

Ulermuth’s braine out. Even he (the 

Olher) was deceived. Gutermuth’s pros- 

ate * paces np the gore whicn weltered 
om Ais neck and face and concealed his fea- 


tures, the darkness of the night, the excite- 
ment and haste attending the execution of the 
Villainous crime in which he was engaged, 
added to the delusive resemblance, and the 
fact that Dr. Clapp was generally Mrs, Hawk’s 
escort. made him rejoice in the assurance as 
he ran away that it was none other than his 
hated vounger brother wnom he had killed. 
As the case will be one of the most celebrated 
tragedies which New York has ever had, and 
Will fill the papers for months to come, until 
Robert Clapp, the son of the wealthy hotel 
proprietor, pays the penalty of his crime on 
the gallows, the St. Louis reader will {find it 
convenient, in reading hereafter about it, to 
know the precise manner in which the deed 
was committed. I quote from the Herald’s 
account: 
“THE MURDER NARRATED. 

Above Fifty-sixth street they noticed a 
small, thick-set man, wearing a brakeman’s 
cap, standing onthe edge of the sidewalk. 
No particular notice was taken of him, but, 
Just as they passed, they happened to be 
laughing, Swhen the man said: ‘‘Are you 
laughing at me?” Neither of them had fever 
seen him§ before, so Mr. Gutermuth replied 
**No,” and walked on. Glancing over her 
shoulder Mrs. Hawks said: “We are fol- 
lowed.” Mr. Gutermuth saw that they were 
and turned down Vlifty-seventh street, when 
the stranger rushed up and dealthim a ter- 
rible blow with his fist (it afterwafds turned 
out to be a brass knuckle). As the young 
man turned to confront his assailant he re- 
ceived another blow in the face that cut the 
flesh and felled him to the sidewalk. He 
tried to rise, but another man, whom they 
had not noticed before, ran from across the 
street and struck the half prostrate man & 
stunning blow with a sand bag or club. 

*“You’ve got one now, take another,” said 
the second ruffian, as he hit the young man 
again. The last was a terrific blow, for it 
laid the victim senseless at their feet. No 
attempt was made to co it robbery, though 
there was time enough Before Mrs. Hawks, 
who had been speechiess from terror. began 
to cry for help. Then the two men ran down 
Fifty-seventh street toward Eighth avenue. 
As no assistance came, Mrs. Hawks:ran to her 
residence, which was one block away, and 
told ner friends who were waiting that Mr. 
Gutermuth had been murdered. They got 
the foreman of a stable near by to go 
with them to help carry the body home.’’ 
THE BROTHER PROTECTS THE MURDERER. 

Now came the most remarkable part of the 
story, The woman who calls herself Mrs. 
Hawks was the only eye-witness of the af- 
fair. She was the beloved of the brother 
who was to have been killed. What more 
natural than she should teli her story openly? 
True, she first, after having been arrested, 
gave a minute description of the murderers, 
which coincided so exactly with the appear- 
ance of Robert Clapp and Imly, the detect- 
ive, that there seemed to be no deubt as to 
their conviction. But ever since Dr. and 
Miss Clapp, the murderer’s brother and sis- 
ter, have been visiting her in her cell, talking 
with her until midnight, evidently persuad- 
ing her tosparethe family the brand of the 
gailows by *‘hushing-up” the murder, and 
Mrs. Hawks has beenshammirg illness, re- 
calling her former statements, and otherwise 
dodging the truth. And yet Dr. Mortimer 
Clapp, who now wants to save his infamous 
elder brotber’s life, admits three times al- 
ready has Robert assaulted him with brass 
knuckles; that he had to get a police permit 
for carrying a pistol to protect himself 
against his brother’s murderous attacks, and 
that he has the very best reasons for believ- 
ing thatin his friend’s companion, Guter- 
muth, the rascals thought they had dis- 
patched him into eternity. The relations of 
the Clapp family open one of the most pain- 
ful family chapters ever written. I quote 
again fromthe Times report and will only 
promise that Hawley D. Clapp, the father 
who died a few years ago, was a rich and well 
known hotel proprietor of this city. He was 
something of a politician too, and heavily in- 
terested in the scheme of the heating the en- 
tire city of New York with steam according 
to the Holly system, which is being” practi- 
cally introduced. At his death he left an es- 
tate of over $100,000. It was the bitterness 
of the discord raging in his family which, I 
am told, brought him toa premature grave. 
This is what tie Times says: 

**MR. CLAPP’S PECULIAR WILL. 

Mr. Clapp made his sors Robert and Mor- 
timer his executors. Robert was directed to 
manage the hotel for the joint benefit of him- 
self and other members of the family, subject 
to no interference from them except to such 
advice as they might offer, ‘‘which, ’’ said the 
testator, “‘I charge my son Robert to receive 
always with kindness and respect, remember- 
ing always that a long life of observation aod 
experience among men has taught me that a 
family united is always strong, while a family 
divided is ulways weak.” From the profits 
of the hote! Robert was instructed to pay for 
the education of Mortimer at a medical col- 
lege. For his services as manager of the hotel 
Robert was to receive $1,8/0 a year, and the 
remainder of the profits was tobe divided 


between himself, his mother, and his 
brothers and sisters in the proportion 
of one-quarter for himself and _. one- 


eighth for each of the other.s Robert en- 
tered upon the management of his trust at 
once, and very shortly afterward developed a 
provensity for drinking and other bad habits, 
which, four months after the death of his 
father, resulted in a suit being brought by 
the other heirs of the estate, and Mortimer 
R. Clapp, the joint executor, asking for the 
appointment of <= Receiver and an equitable 
division of.the property. In the petition and 
affidavits it was charged that Robert was not 
managing the property judiciously, was giv- 
ing way to habits of debauchery, and asso- 
ciating with people who encouraged him to 
continue his bad habits; that he had iliegally 
drawn $2,500 for personal experses, had 
charged his mother, brothers and sisters for 
board in the hotel, and had neglected to 
supply funds for the continuance of his 
brother’s medical education.” 
DRAGGED INTO A POLICE COURT. 

But things became worse, Robert, who was 
married, but nad brought a divorce suit 
against bis wife in which he bad employed 
Imly to work up ‘‘evidence’’ against her, 
was still more corrupted bythe detective’s 
evil, low associates. He became at times so 
unmanageable in his carouses of drunkenness 
andimmorality that his mother, sister and 
brother joined in having him arrested asa 
confirmed drunkard to send him to an In- 
ebriate Asylum.!This was a harsh and extreme 
step,for young Clapp whom I have seen hun- 
dreds oftentimes on the street and at the 
Rossmore Hotel; never was a drunkard of 
that sort; he was simply a very fast, bad 
young man proud of beiog considered one of 
the “bloods,’? who would occasionally go on 
‘*sprees”’ as probably nine-tenths of the most 
amiable members of New York society do. 
He was, no doubt, a villian at heart, a fellow 
who was.void of any sense of|decency or honor, 
but he was notin any sense of the word a 
confirmed inebriate such as the law contem- 
piates in the meaning of the word. The 
judge, though sympathizing with the family, 
refused to commit him, and Robert left the 
court-room vowing death and vengeance 
against his brother, upon whom he concen- 
trated all his hatred. Yesterday Police lu- 
spector Byrnes, in whose hands the cave is, 
openly reproached Dr. Clapp with aiding and 
abetting the woman in shamming iliness, and 
yet at the same time the ger. Doctor has 
admitted to a Sun reporter: ‘‘If Robert gets 
out of this it will be a question whether he 
kills mo or I kiil him.” 

DR. CLAPP’S NOBILITY OF HEART. 

The Doctor seems to be madeof quitea 
different stuff from his brother, and to be 
really a noble-hearted fellow, for he added: 
“No, I did nothing to him. I’d throw up 
my hands gand let him kill me rather than 
take his life!” 

There is one man, hitherto well thought of, 
who is leftin a very disagreeable position by 
the publicity ofthis affair, Mr. Hawks, a 
rich Eoglishman, wholived for some time 
in great style at the Victoria 
Hotel, and is now in Manitoba, where he has 
bougnt a large property. Oneof Mr. Hawks 
intimate frieads has already come forward to 
assure the public first that the allowance 
which he made to the woman who has taken 
his name was Very liberal (this presumably 
s0 as not to let a x gira the mae.

and his dead friend was possibly the result of 
Hawks’ uneasiness), and, second, that he will 
return to the city at once from his vast Man- 
itoba possessions ‘‘to have his relations with 
the woman satisfactorily cleared up.”? What 
a soothing consolation for the keen disgrace 
of this odious scandal—he had much better, 
it seems to me—remains in the furthermost 
corner of Manitoba’s wilderness for the re- 
mainder of his days.

With her masculine size 
and voice, her study of masculine action and 
her masculine ‘‘make-up,” Miss CHARLOTTE 
CUSHMAN managed to preserve a Verisimili- 
tude in her masculine parts that made them 
presentable as dramatic studies. But even 
she never satisfied an audience in such parts 
asshedidin Meg Merillies and Lady Mac- 
beth. Many a first-rate male actor has found 
that art could not oyercome the physical pe- 
culiarities that disqualified him for certain 
maie parts. Many an actress Who Was a 
famous Juliet in her youth would have 


been laughed off the stage if she had 
essayed the part when she _ became 
old, clumsy, fat and red-faced. If 


Miss DiIcKINSON plays Hamlet in male 
attire, and yet purposely divests the 
character and the action of everything 
maniy except the clothes, she is mere- 
lv converting the most captivating of dramat- 
ic mysteries into a tame masquerade. To un- 
sex Hamlet altogether, dress him in petti- 
coats, make a strong-minded female of bim, 
and ask the audience to be pleased with such 
& presentation, is to carry the rage for inno- 
vation and dramatic paradox to an extreme 
which neither eritics nor audiences can ever 
condone. Itis possible tosmash an Apollo 
Belvidere and construct a fantastic. figure of 
the fragments, but the original statue or the 
poorest copy of it would draw better.

hold in the vast region adjacent to the 
Missouri River. The story of his dead- 
ly gambols has been told so often that 
the Government is now coilecting data to 
enable the Signal Service Bureauto make a 
study of the laws governing his motions, 
and perchance aid the people to guard their 
lives and property more securely. 

It is understood, in a general way, that the 
Missouri Valley States are a kindof battie- 
ground between opposing currents of wind 
and other meteorological forces originating in 
the varying altitudes, pressures and temper- 
atures of the vast plateaus and mountaino 
tracts of the surrounding continent. We 
know that opposing winds of different tem- 
peratures meet in the upper atmosphere, 
condensing avast amount of vapor into a 
thick, black cloud, which assumes a funuel 
shanefrom the rotary motion imparted to 
the atmosphere, and thatthis whirling mon- 
ster dashes across the country, now rasing 
everything in its path onthe earth’s surface, 
now rising to drop again and renew 
its fearful destruction at some _ point 
further on, carrying away animals and 
fragments of houses and fences in its vortex. 
Butthe phenomena and effects are not all 
accounted for by the mechanical forces of 
varying atmospheric pressures and tempera- 
tures. The preceeding and following hail- 
storm and otherstartiing accompaniments in- 
dicate that electricity is generated. and 
plays a large partin producing some of the 
results.

Itis nearerto Dakotathan Chicago, 
Why shouldit not cluim part of the trade, 
amounting to $100,000,000 per annum, which is 
coveted by the great powers of Europe? 

But enough ofthis. The p:ospects of a fine 
crop here were never better, and the spirits of 
the people never more buoyant. The soil here 
is a sandy loam and the air peculiarly dry, so 
that rain very seldom injures wheat. The har- 
vest does not commence until the 
dry season, late in July. Drouth and 
the grasshoppers are the only foes ofthe new 
Northwest and neither is to be feared tbis sea- 
son, and sothereisno danger of the world 
starving this year. Instead of millions of 
grasshoppers from the West myriads of immi- 
grantstrom Northern Europe are spreading 
Over and opening up the almost iliimitavle 
country beyond Minnesota, partiy within and 
partly withcut the United States, but all trib- 
utary to this thriving State. My letter is too 
long already and I will stop abruptly.

The Police Open an Active Warfare 
on the Disreputable Houses.

Some of Them Closed and Respectable 
Localities to be Ridded of Others. 


One of the last official acts of Chief of Police 
Kennett before his recent departure for Ken- 
tucky, on a furlough granted to give him an 
opportunity to repair his shattered constitu- 
tion after the ravages of incipient 
insomnia, was to inform Vice-President 
Cupples of the enormous proportions of the 
social evilin the Future Great, and to submit 
to the honorable Vice-President plans fer its 
regulation or suppression. With considerable 
blowing of reforming trumpets the police 
several months ago gave out that they intend- 
ed to rid the east and west thoroughfare be- 
tween Washington avenue and Elm streets of 
the disreputable houses, which honeycombed 


such important streets as Pine, 
Chestnut, Market and Olive.. For 
this purpose orders were given 


the patrolmen to inform the proprietresses 
the police will was that they 
REMOVE TO LESS FREQUENTED STREETS, 
on the earliest possible date after settling 
scores with the various real estate owners and 
agents of the premises occupied by this class 
of the community. The move was only par- 
tially successful, and the good work has been 
again instituted by Acting hief 
Huevler, who has adopted the raid- 
ing plan, which was so distasteful to the 
honorable boardinthe gambling cases, The 
usual distinction which has so long marked 
the prosecutions of the police is missing, 
however, and for the first time in years the 
higher-toned houses were visited as well as 
dives, during the past week. The landlady’s 
have taken warning and are now on the alert. 
On two nights last week attempts were made 
to raid a house on Eleventh, near St. Charles 
street, but both proved unsuccessful, 
as the officers failed to gain 
admission to the premises. A stylishranch on 
Lieventh and Locust streets, where the most 
revolting practices were in vogue, has re- 
ceived steady attention from the police. The 
house was raided by the police a few nighta 
aso, and the landlady and three girls arrested. 
On trial the women were fined $103 each, mak- 
ing a total expense of $412 tothe house, andin 
addition were informed that they 
HAD NOT SECURED IMMUNITY, 

but would receive similar attentions in 
the near future. The landlady has become 
disheartened atthe prospect, and has made 
arrangements to close doors and remove tothe 
City by the Lake, where she expects to be able 
to ply her disgusting vocation without the in- 
terference of the Chicago  authoritiess 
Several cases against keepers and inmates of 
houses are now on the docket ot the First Dis- 
trict Police Court awaiting trial. The dives

which have always been respectable, but 
which have lately been invaded by keepers of 
disreputable houses ana quarters where per- 
sons of bad repute meet. Some of the choicest 
residence portions of town have such houseés in 
them. With the assistance of the neighbors 
these localities can easily be relieved of these 
unwelcome residents, but this the police 
have been unabie to secure. Almost daily 
these reports are received atthe oftice of the 
Chief of Police from private sources, but a re- 
quest to appear in court against the offenders 
is invariably refused on grounds of false mod- 
esty. Tne patroimen have been advised to 
kecp close watches on suspected houses, which 
will be reported when suflicient evidence has 


been secured to convict in court, 
when an indictment will ke 
asked for by the police. All parts 


of the city have been visited by the class above 
mentioned, and more especially the northern 
unisouthern portions, where they would not 
be expected. On Benton street and the north 
side of Chouteau avenue, east of Fourteenth, 
five cases have been reported within the past 
month where houses have been rented by 
agents to disreputable persons, who on pre- 
tense of living respectably try to throw a veil 
over the nefarious business. The landlady 
of one of these pseudo respectable 
residences is well known to the 
department as having repeatdly frequented a 
disreputable house on Elm street. By making 
a few sure cases, the police hope to give an 
example by which similar offenders will profit 
and take warning. In these prosecutions they 
will receive’ the warm indorsement and assist- 
ance of the 
OWNERS AND REAL ESTATE MEN. 

When a house in any locality in town once gets 
undera cloud of any kind whatever,said a well 
known agent, whoisin the predicament he 


speaks of, it is a hard thing to rent 
it again to respectable people. This 
ig especially the case in 4 


neighborhood where respectable people re- 
side, who watch and will talk aboutthe con- 
duct of any house in which the females do not 
behave according to the ordinary rules of 
decenecv. A house of this kind is p'aced under 


a sort of unofiicial surveillance, and the result | 


is that it cannot be rented for the same money 
again to any one but an entire stranger. 

The board has taken anorher view of the 
matter, viz.: a financial one. Fines ranging 
from $ to $509 are prescribed for keeping 
a disreputable house and from $5 to $100 
for being an inmate of the same, 
A lively prosecution will accordingly go far 
towards sustaining the municipal government 
and the courts.
